Fires Reported Still Burn­ 
ing At Krefeld Which 
RAF Visited Monday 


(By Associated Press) 
LONDON, June 23.—Heavy RAF 
bombers blasted the German steel 
and communications center of Mul- 
heim in the Ruhr last night in a 
continuation of a mighty round-the- 
clock aerial offensive, the British 
announced today. 
An air ministry communique said 
preliminary reports 
indicated 
the 
bombing was ’ well concentrated" 
and declared returning crews re­ 
ported they had seen great Arcs still 
burring in Krefeld, main objective 
of a smashing RAF assault on the 
Rhineland the previous night, and 
at Huls, which was hit by U. 
8 . 
Flvtng Fortresses in daylight yester­ 
day. 
RAP fighter planes simultaneous­ 
ly carried out intruder patrols over 
Holland and France. 
It reported that 35 British bomb­ 
ers and one fighter had failed to 
return. 
Forty-four bombers were last In 
the Monday night raid on Krefeld. 
Mulheim, one of the smaller towns 
In the Ruhr, was described as a 
satellite of the great industrial cen­ 
ter of Duisburg, which is situated 
at the Junction of the Rhine and 
the Ruhr. 
It is an Important center of the 
German steel industry as well as the 
site of large railway car and loco­ 
motive repair shops. It also Is one 
of tha principal outlets from the 
Ruhr to southern Germany by rail. 
Oberhausen Hit Again 
Mulheim has a normal peacetime 
population of about 
136,000. 
A DNB report broadcast by Ber­ 
lin and recorded by The Associated 
Press said Oberhausen had been 
hit as well as Mulheim. Oberhau­ 
sen. located only a few miles from 
Mulheim. was attacked by the RAF 
the night of June 14. 
The German report said 24 of 
the raiding bombers were destroyed. 
As usual, the broadcast described 
the damage as "a terror raid," and 
acknowledged “heavy damage.” 
The continuing offensive has car­ 
ried ex plosives to German Europe 
in conveyoi-belt fashion, the Mul­ 
heim raid marking the fourth night 
in a row the RAF has been over 
the continent. 
A DNB broadcast asserted the 
Allies had suffered their “great­ 
est defeat" so far over western Eu­ 
rope by losing 135 planes in a pe­ 
riod of slightly more than 24 hours 
from early Tuesday until early to­ 
day. 
Official British and American re­ 
ports, however, listed 107 bombers 
as lost. 
Records did not show Immediate­ 
ly whether this was the heaviest 
loss In any similar period during 
the Allied bombing offensive. How­ 
ever, German losses reached their 
peak at 185 on one day during the 
battle of Britain when the Nazis 
were using smaller bomber forces 
than those now employed by the 
Allies. 
London had a brief alert during 
the night. A few bombs destroyed

TROOPS WATCH 
OVER DETROIT 


Beck- t o -Work Urged To 
Offset Interruption Cens- 
ed By Rioting 


DETROIT, J une 23—Riot-ravaged 
Detroit 
Negro sections 
remained 
under armed selge today as the 
death toll from two day s of racial 
disorders mounted to 29 and clvU 
and military authorities appealed 
lo workers to resume work to off­ 
set a drop in war production caused 
by the rioting. 
Sporadic outbursts 
of 
violence 
continued last night despite patrol* 
of troops, sent into the area under 
a proclamation by President Roose­ 
velt. At least six Negroes were in­ 
jured. 
Throughout most of the night, 
the streets were virtually deserted. 
Military restrictions were eased 
last night by Oov. Harry F. Kelly , 
permitting play ing of today 's base­ 
ball double header between the De­ 
troit Tigers and the Cleveland In­ 
dians and the resumption of horse 
racing. 
The riot toll climbed to 29 with 
the death last night of a white wo­ 
man who was wounded by gunfire 
during a police battle with snipers. 
She was the fourth white victim of 
the riot. 
War plants continued to feel the 
decrease In production caused by 
the riots. 
C. M. Bolds, regional labor rep­ 
resentative for the War Production 
board, estimated from 50 to 9 0 per 
cent of the city 's Nagro war plant 
workers remained away from their 
jobs Monday and Tuesday . 
Industrial leaders ex pressed fear 
the curtailment would drastically 
reduce deliveries of planes, tanks, 
military vehicles, guns and other 
war materials. 
More than 7 00 persons were in­ 
jured In the fighting which started 
Sunday niRht from a minor dis­ 
turbance of famous Belle Isle re­ 
sort In the Detroit river. 
Law enforcement authorities Ar­ 
rested a reported 1,250 persons, of 
whom 34 were sentenced y esterday 
to 9 0-day reformatory terms. 


SALEM MAN FILES 
HEART BALM SUIT 


Operators Claim Main Is­ 
sue Merely Postponed* 
Not Settled 


(By Associated Press) 
WASHINGTON, J une 23 — The 
United Mine Workers’ decision to 
dig coal for the government until 
Oct. 31 ended the nation’s third 
general wartime mine strike today , 
but operators and other protested 
the main issue was merely post­ 
poned, not settled. 
The back-to-work order of UMW 
President J ohn L. Lewis and his 
policy committee was conditional, 
and a prolonged fight was fore­ 
shadowed. 
Beside* fix ing a new 
albeit more distant deadline, l^wis 
told the government in effect if it 
wanted coal it could not restore di­ 
rection of the mines to their own­ 
ers. 
His statement also 
carried a 
broad indication the miners would 
resort to the courts to obtain the 
pay for underground travel time 
which they failed to get from the 
War Labor board. 
A statement Issued in behalf of 
the Appalachian operators declared 
the action of the UMW policy com­ 
mittee “ is in direct violation of the 
War Labor board's directive of J une 
18. 
Claim Nothing Settled 
"If the Président,” said the opera­ 
tors, referring to 
Mr. 
Roosevelt, 
“permits the mlea to be operated 
under the terms laid down by J ohn 
L Lavis, the main issue goes un­ 
solved. 
Nothing fe settled. 
The 
present strike is toerety , postponed. 
The main question now is, can Mr. 
Lewis continue to defy the sole 
agency designated by the United 
States government to make final 
determinations in labor disputes.” 
The Immediate reaction of WLB 
Chairman William Davis 
to 
tha 
miners’ decision was ex pressed in 
these words: 
” 1 take Mr. Lewis' statement to 
mean the production of coal will 
be resumed under the conditions 
ordered by the War Labor board, 
and I think that’s all the country is 
interested in. It appears that the 
new deadline is Halloween, whan 
pumpkins frighten children.”

Most disturbing thing facing the American people 
today is the conflict between 
factions 
within their 
own ranks. Open fighting between soot suiters and 
service men on the west coast, bloody and destructive 
race clashes In several cities, battling and bickering 
between groups all up and down the American scene 
are danger signals on the road to victory. 
Several factors contribute to the trouble. 
One of 
the most important is the fact that millions of people 
have been transfeired from one community to another 
because of the needs of war 
industry.

This is the time when America needs internal unity 
as never before.

The 
war effort demands the work of all the people and 
they can’t fight Hitler while they are fighting among 
themselves. All out for victory means all together for 
that end.

other set it is doing a better Job for the enemy than 
the same number of his own soldiers at the battle 
front.

First phase of gasoline rationing draws to a close 
as motorists begin to make application for renewal 
of their -A'’ books which will expire July 31 and moat 
drivers have found that rationing was not nearly so 
painful as they had anticipated. We are speaking, of 
course, of this mid-west area. The east was pinched 
much more severely. 
Driving habits of the people 
have 
undergone a 
change. 
The Sunday pleasure trip has nearly dis­ 
appears. Vacation automobile travel has been put 
aside until after the war. People are much more in­ 
clined to double up and make one car do the work of 
two or three. The important fact in all this is that 
automobile* are running and are getting people to 
places where they have to go. 
It is somewhat surprising that so great a change 
could have been brought into the American way of 
living with such a minimum of confusion and so little 
complaint. 
Very few people kick about rationing. 
They don’t like it but they accept it as one of the 
inevitables of war. 
Or course there has been some chiseling. That is 
not so surprising as the fact that the great majority 
of m . oriats have observed the new regulations wlth- 
out too much complaint and without any great dis­ 
location of an industrial and social life which grew 
up around the family car. 
We are so used to it by this time that the period 
which starts with the new "A” books on July 22 will 
hardly cause a ripple.

The drastic rev ersal of the wool 
picture is due to the unexpected 
amount of wool being imported 
from Australia and New Zealand. 
First prophecies of a wool shortage

that the imported wool supply would 
be cut off by the war. In actual 
fact, exactly the opposite has oc- 
is arriv ing regularly from Australia i curred. Mr. Ackerman explains:

tic wool clip comes in yearly like 
any other crop, and the gov ern­ 
ment has contracted to buy be­ 
tween 125,000.000 
and 
150,000,000 
pounds of wool yearly from Uru- 
• guay. The recent political upset In 
Argentina also probably means that 
the gov ernment will purchase a 
maximum 
amount 
of 
Argentine 
wool, which will further increase 
the stockpile, say experts.

This is the picture which has re­ 
quited in the 
recent 
gov ernment 
decision to double the amount of 
wo o l av ailable for civ ilian use this 
)ear. 
So don’t fret about that wool 
coat you want to bus next winter, 
• or those red flannels you intend 
to acquire as insurance against 
shiv ers during the fuel shortage. 
They 'll be right on hand in your 
fav orite shop, ready and waiting, 
furthermore they probably will be 
top quality 100‘ per 
cent 
v irgin 
Wool. 
There's no reason for manufac­ 
turers to blend other fibers with 
th e ir woolens, you see, for 
the 
• in pie reason that there is more 
uool av ailable at present than 
either rotten or rayon. 
P. Eugene Ackerman, director 
of the American Wool council says: 
There probably will be an ample 
production of woolen yardage for 
civ ilian wear this year. The gov ern­ 
ment has decided that plenty 
of 
» :i!iri clothing is important to civ il­ 
ian health as well as morale and 
■ o no spindle in this nation will 
be allowed to remain idle for want 
of wool 
Though 
fabrics 
< undoubtedly 
will be simplified there should be 
plenty to satisfy all 
civ ilian de­ 
mands. And there Is no reason 
ter 
panic buying or hysteria ov er the 
possibility of a shortage.” 


Zealand. Conv oys 
carrying food and ammunition to 
our forces there are bringing back 
wool not only for ballast but also 
because the wool trade is a basic 
industry In Australian economy. 
With he .exception of the United 
States and Great Britain, all the 
great woolen manufacturing coun­ 
tries _ Germany, Japan. 
France, 
Italy and Czechoslov akia — hav e 
been cut off from the supply. Prac­ 
tically the entire world’s supply 
of wool is now in the hands of 
the United Nations.” 
Of course there are problems of 
manpower and machinery to be 
met before this v ast supply of raw 
wool Is turned into fabrics, coats 
and suits for Mom, Pop and the 
kids. But it is pointed 
out 
that 
the woolen industry was ov er-ex­ 
panded in peacetime, and the un­ 
precedented wartime demand has 
taken up the slack, putting long- 
unused machinery back into 
ac­ 
tion. 
To keep up production despite 
the decrease in manpower, manu­ 
facturers in many cases hav e re­ 
duced their weav es from some 150 
fabrics to as few as sev en or eight 
staple classics. Thus they can pro­ 
duce more yardage in less time 
with fewer workers. 
You may not be able to buy a 
lot of nov elty woolens next win­ 
ter, but you will be able to get fine, 
warm, pure woolens In classic flan­ 
nels, tweeds, jerseys and heav ier 
types for winter coats. 
The only thing that can cause 
a wool shortage or rationing, in 
the opinion of the industry, is a 
wav e of panic buying, for which 
there Is no reason.
